A Call to the Community. 


UNDER this heading we pulished, last week, a stirring 
appeal to the Community to go to the help of .their over-crowded 


co-religionists in East London. A generation ago, when the 


anti-Alien agitation was in full blast, the eves of the Community 


were steadily fixed on the London Ghetto. [It could not well have 
heen otherwise, for the raucous cries about the Aliens who were 
supposed to create or aggravate slum conditions, to sweat” or 
he “ sweated,” and to commit all the rest of the social crimes 
laid at the doors of the immigrant Jews, left no option. Many 
1eaders will still recall the famous Kast End Scheme, and the 
other proposals with which it was sought, in earlier days, to 
snatch relief out of a distressing and even dangerous situation. 
Nowadays, however, the East End, as a pressing problem, has 
receded from our day-and-night thoughts. Perhaps it has been 
driven into the. background by external problems. Our eyes, 
inayvbe, travel further afield. 
believe, we have grown less acutely conscious of its existence, 


Or perhaps, which we would not 


soothed by the knowledge of the good work continuously carried 
on by various movements. But, whatever the reason, the East 
Kind is still a place on the London map; and it still poses a 
question to the many who have been redeemed from its 
misfortunes, or who have not, in their own lives, experienced 
them... 

In the latest instalments of the New Survey of London Life 
and Labour—a revision of the great work of CHARLES BoolH 
—there are some conclusions of a cheering character. These 
show that in the eastern areca of London, north and south 
of the Thames, containing a population of two-and-a-half 
million souls, the percentage of the inhabitants living below the 
poverty line was only about one-third of the percentage founa 
by Booru forty years earlier. That may be greatly re-assuring, 
until one begins to remember, first that the more prosperous 
have moved away from the area, and secondly that since the 
years 1928-80—the period during which the new investiga- 
tion was conducted—conditions must have enormously 
deteriorated as the result of the economic upheaval. In fact, 
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the New Survey admits what it calls “the grim fact” that “ one 
in ten of the human beings who inhabit the Eastern Survey 
Area, and one in seven who live in CHARLES BooTu's East 
London, were found, at the time of the investigation, to be 
subject to conditions of privation which, if long continued, 
would deny them all but the barest necessities, and cut them 
off from access to many of the material and cultural benefits 
of modern progress.” 

More serious still is the dolefal tale of overcrowding which 
is pesented, A comparison of the Census figures of 1931 and 
1921 shows that the average number of persons toa room in the 
area under discussion has declined by only one-tenth, and the 
Survey points out that- the fact that so many p'ague spots of 
intense overcrowding still remain is an indication that very

Now it is 
announced that the Torgsin, the Soviet trading organisation 
which sells goods for valuta—foreign currencies—-to citizens or 
foreign residents in Russia, is prepared to do business in passports 
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and visas for Soviet citizens who wish to emigrate. The scale 
of charges is fairly high—550 roubles for a worker, and double 
that amount for a rouble will, of course.

OU know, when we all take to speaking to our public figures in 

this ways it is really avery good sign —Ves, really ' It means 
that we look upon them as men superior to ordinary conventions 
‘which, afterall, don't cut much ice!), men who have the publi: 
car and a public following, men impatient of small things. and who 
will be obeyed, or, to sum it up in a word, men who are—well. 
Men! One of the signs of a Man is that he makes up his mine 
where he is going—and goes! You donot merely go, vou race in a 
high-powered car; and the devil take the speed limit! . . . Some 
of the little folk mooning in the road-way may belin danger of thei: 
limbs and get a nasty fright. But you have to get about your 
business, and there's such a terrible lot of it! 


Some people say that we are governed by Grand Dukes, and t!at 
you are the most Grand-«lucal of them all. Idon't know any 
thing about Grand Dukes. I have never been ushered into their 
august presence. lam a proletarian of the proletarians. But if you 
are one of that mysterious, lordly group of autocrats or dictators, 
I must say I am surprised at the way they all come to you 
with their troubles. And how! Even the Chief Rabbi besought 
you, in his anguish, to deliver him and his colleagues from the 
slings and arrows of this Journal's criticism. And then Your 
Highness, or however Grand Dukes are addressed, ascended your 
platform at the United Svnagogue Council, and solemnly read out 
an admonition. The “~Chief’—bless his innocent heart!—was 
relieved. The audience was duly impressed by this delicious piece 
of make-believe. And I myself enjoyed a most luxurious laugh, for 
which my heartiest thanks! After all, a leader has to live up to the 
popular estimate of him, and all the editorial bones in this office 
remained: whole and intact! jut this odd little incident does 
illumine with a flash vour place in “ the great heart of the people, 
as the frothy demagogues say. And I think you really recognise tt. 


HAVEN'T the honour of sitting under you at any of the imstitu- 
tional meetings over which you are said to preside so dicta® 
torially. But I have observed you at other gatherings—particularly 
it the opening of the Jewish Communal Centre, and there you 
certainly gave me the impression of the man in command, as you 
stood on the platform. Your eyes searched the audience—lI caught 
them once, and quivered—right to the back of beyond. It gave 
jue the queer impression of being one of an army on parade. If 
inybody had shouted “Eyes Right" or “Quick March” I almost 
think I should have eves-righted and quick-marched right out into 
Tavistock Square. I hope you were satisfied with your men—their 
smartness and bearing. I did expect the “ dismiss” to ring out at 
the end from somewhere, but it was only the Yigdal, or the Adon 
Olam, I forget which. You see, this experience does confirm the 
impression of your leadership, and this impression, I can tell you, 
has now hardened into a conviction which nobody in this Com- 
munity will ever shake! 


HERE is another impression of you which I have taken away 
from communal meetings. Ido really and honestly believe 

that you have a. keen sense of humour. I have detected it in your 
mannerand an occasional glint in your eye. Now, pray Heaven that 
Iam right! You can shout at me, bully me, trample on me. But | 
forgive you all, all!—so long as you retain that sense of humour. It 
is this quality that makes that other autocrat, Mussolini, tolerable. 
Keep it up! It's the one thing we're in desperate need of. With 
humour, you can go on “dictating” for the rest of your life, and 
our Community—who knows ?—may even, one day, solve some of 
its internal—I had almost written “infernal "—problems with its aid: 


ELL, you see we are getting along famously, and, though 

we have never met, we are friends already! You may 
thump the table if one is nigh and handy, and curse my 
patronising impudence—to which my answer is, I don’t mean to 
be patronising, but only to ask a favour, not for myself but for our 
Community, whose welfare you assuredly cherish. You are, l am 
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ready to concede, a No. 1 sized man, and we haven't too many such. 
You have impressed your personality on the communal imagination 
and activities. Now I humbly inquire, as friend to friend, or 
publicist to leader, are you satisfied with the condition of things all 
around you? Do you ever ask yourself, in the watches of the night. 
Whither we are going, whether we are progressing or rotting. or 
Whether indeed we are going anywhere or are set for any goal ? 
You hold a leading position in the United Synagogue. Do you ever 
feel the pulse of Orthodoxy? Are you satisfied with its condition. 
no matier how the United Synagogue Budget may pan out? As a 
man of robust commonsense, you cannot be. You cannot but 
deplore the prevalent religious confusion, and the lack of the 
authoritative guidance which it imperiously demands. 


O you never reflect on the dangers of the heathen Jewry which 

is growing up in our midst, untouched by religious instruction ? 
Of course you do. Do the empty Synagogues, intermarriage. apathy 
and drift escape your attention? Assuredly no! Your very capable 
kinswoman, Miss Hannah Cohen of the Board of Guardians. can see 
nothing very distressing in the multiplicity of charities which are 
lighting for crumbs from the tables of the rich and the not-so-rich. 
But at the recent meeting at which she delivered herself on the 
subject you, like the wise man you are, only smiled enigmaticalls 
and held your peace. Cohanim should not quarre!—especially if 
they are kinsfolk. But Lam persuaded vou knew better than vour 
relative. After all, vou are not merely the J7S but the Sy72 joie of 


rationalisation. You cannot tolerate our existing anarchy gladly. 


ND now comes the favour I have spoken of. Surveying existing 
conditions, the disjointed efforts at treating them and the 
general flabbiness all around, will you not make up your mind to 
discard, for a téme, the many minor activities that crowd upon you, 
and to ponder, instead, the possibilities of a complete overhaul-and 
re-conditioning of our Community? Half-measures and quarter 
measures are useless to-day. We are living the organised life of 
half-a-century and more ago. We need a new outlook, new 
orientations, a clearly thought-out scheme to fit us for the dangerous 
testing time ahead. I venture to make a suggestion. We have heard 
much of the Soviets’ “Five Year Plan.” Whether it is a success or 
not I don’t know, and, in the present connection, I don't care. Why 
cannot you formulate a five vear plan for Anglo-Jewish re-organisa- 
tion, a plan which would take note of every communal! condition 
and requirement, lop off here, combine there, and lay down the lines

Mr. H. ZLATAPOLSKI (Paris). 
Mr. Hillel Zlatapolski, the wellknown Zionist and Hebraist, 
one of the founders of the heren Ilavesod, has died at the age of 62. 
He was shot at last week in Paris in the course of an altercation 
with Mr. Leon Leval, an old business associate, who afterwards 
committed suicide. Mr. Zlatapolski was operated on immmediatety 
but succumbed to his injuries. He was born in Russia and took up 
journalism at the age of twenty) seven, publishing articles on Zionis! 
problems in the Hebrew periodicals, Hawecirz and HAZEFIRAH,.. He 
attracted attention by his vehement opposition to the plan for « 
Jewish Settlement in Cyprus, and to the Territorialists. He took 
part in the First Congress, and was at one time head of the Financia! 


Department of the Zionist Organisation. He also played a great 
part in the life of Russian Jew ry. lle was elected a member of the 
First Duma and was one of the leaders of the Jewish Community of 
Kiev. where he lived till the Revolution. Ile then went to Paris. 
where he made his home. He was best known for his constant 
interest in the movement tor the revival of the Hebrew language in 
Palestine and in the Diaspora. He was one of the founders of 
the Tarbuth Organisation for Hebrew Culture and Education. He 
continued this work during the War in Russia, with the result 
that a network of schools was established with Hebrew as the 
language of instruction. Many Hebrew books were published, and 
lie pa up in Moscow a printing establishment Amanuth, which 
printed books for the Hebrew schools. His daughter, Mrs. Persitz. 
who is the Deputy Vice-Mayor. of Tel-Aviv, is now continuing the 
Amanuth in that city. The deceased contributed generously fo 
the work in ‘Palestine and for helping Hebrew writers. He was 
closely associated in his Zionist work with Mr. Isaac Naiditch, in 
conjunction with whom he devised the scheme for finding fresh 
sources of income for Palestine, which resulted in the establis! 
ment of the heren Havesod. 

When he went to France, in the early days of the Jewish immi 
gration movement that followed the Russian Revolution, Mr. 
Ziatapolski was almost penniless. But he was an. experienced 
financier and industrialist, with an expert knowledge of the suga: 
industry. He met in Paris several of his old business associates and 
soon made an important position for hinself. He found a way « 
manufacturing sugar from French-grown beet, which meant 


il 
saving. He floated a limited company and organised an ama! 
gamation of a number of sugar factories, which used his method. 
Financially, the enterprise dil not go well, however; and afte 
several years it collapsed, having lost millions of francs. His 
method is now being successfully applied in France and the value of 
his discovery was realised, in spite of his own failure, by the French 
Government, which long after the winding up of his business, 
awarded him the Legion of Honour for his services to the develop 
ment of French industry. In addition: to his daughter, the deceased 
is survived by his son. His wife predeceased him last vear. 

Mr. Zilatopotski was buried in Paris, in the family vault at the 
side of his wife, but it has been decided that the body will after 
wards be transferred to Palestine forinterment. His only daughter, 
Mrs. Persitz, Deputy Vice-Mayor of Tel-Aviv, flew over from Pales 
tine, and her son, who is studying in London,. attended his 
grandfather's funeral. Thousands of people were present. The 
Brit Trumpeldor provided a uniformed guard of honour. and the 
leading members of the Russian Jewish colony in Paris, acted as 
pall-bearers. 

A movement has been initiated by Mr. Isaac Naiditch, the 
closest friend of the deceased to inscribe his name in the Golden 
Book of the Jewish National Fund, and to establish a school in 
Palestine, perpetuating his name. 


Dr. B. FUCHS (Vienna). 
Dr, Bernhard Fuchs, Ministerial Councillor in the Minist ry of 
Foreign Affairs and head of the Press Department of the Austrian 


Federal Government, has died in Vienna. Dr. Fuchs, who was sixty 


years of age, was a graduate of the Rabbinical Seminary, the author 
of a number of works on Hebrew literature and a Zionist. He was 
engaged for many years in journalism, and had made a big reputation 
for himself as a publicist when he joined the Press Service of the 
Foreign Office of the old Austrian Empire as far back as 1909. He 
Was appointed Ministerial Councillor and Head of the State Press 
Office in the Federal Chancellory in 1922.

Jewish Deputies’ Report to the Sejm. 


SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST THE POLICE. 


A direct accusation. against the police authorities. the District 
-overnor and the police themselves. that they made possible thy 
Lomberg excesses, was brought forward inthe interpellation presented 
by the Club of Jewish Deputies at the first sitting of the Sejm. The 

cusation is “particularly outspoken against the police, who are 
used not only of being passive but actually of having sided 
he hooligans.

A number of instances are cited to show that from 
the first tothe last of the six davs of disturbances the poli e sided with 
the rioters, arresting Jews who were defending themselves. refusi) ‘a 
‘o interfere on behalf of Jews who were being attacked. and even 
themselves participating in Jew-baiting. 

The interpellation begins by recalling that already a fortnight 
before the excesses began individual outbursts of window smashing 
and attacks on Jewish shops had occurred in Czeinacha Street. 
where Jews were attacked, particularly during the night. and that 
the Lemberg Press had been drawing attention to the growing 
disquiet in the district, particularly because there is a Synagogue 
situated there and the worshippers were in danger. 

After dealing with the incident which resulted in the death 
of the National Democratic student. Grotkowski. on the night of 
November 26th, in Czeinacha Street, the interpeHation deals with 
the subsequent developments when the Jewish population immedi. 
utely realised that provocation was being carried on to bring about 
in attack on the Jews on a large scale. On Sundav a student 
proclamation was published alleging that the were the

owing panic among the Jewish population. On Monday. Jewish 
udents at the University were beaten until they were covered in 
ood and organised attacks were made on Jews like the hunting of 
wild animals, resulting in 561 victims.

been registered, and many are not vet registered. On the first day 
there were fifty wounded and on the second day eighty. which 
shows that the disturbances increased. 

The panic among the Jews was particularly great owing to the 
fact, the interpellation says, that 
by those whiose duty it was to give them protection. 

in spite of the Jewish warning on Sunday night only 500 police 
were available, an additional 100 were supplied on Monday. and 
only on Tuesday another 150 arrived. The police, however, con 
tinued to remain inactive or were altogethe: absent from 
This attitude on the part of the police encouraged the mob 
and resulted in further anti-Jewish rioting. 
beat peaceful Jews who were in the streets, and on Sunday Jews 
were arrested who had dared to defend themselves against their 
assailants. On Monday fifteen Jews had defended themselves 
ogainst a mob outnumbering them many times and the police, when 
they came up, instead of arresting the assailants, arrested the Jews, 
giving the impression that the police were on duty only in order to 
act against the Jews. It is also declared that the police arrived late 
deliberately in order not to excite the National Democrats by 
making it appear that they were making real efforts to stop them

Jews Dragged from Tramcars. 


On Monday night, .the interpellation goes on, a Jewish delega- 
tion visited the District Governor and described to him the pogroms 
and demanded that he .hould take drastic measures for the protec- 
tion of the Jewish population. They pointed out that in Furmanska 
Street the police had beaten peaceful Jews and that similar actions 
had taken place in other streets. They pointed out that Adolf 
Fleiteler was dragged out of a tramcar and severely beaten and 
when he approached the police to ask them for protection, the

This 
Litvak incident, it is stated in the interpellation, occurred on the 
sixth day of the riots.

The police, never- 
theless. continued to declare that Jews were throwing stones from 
their windows. The interpellation cites other cases of attacks on 
Jews in tramcars. in which the conductors took part.

Two Jewish 
yvouths, one only eighteen vears of age. were arrested and the central 
authorities demanded from the Jewish leaders that the Jewish self- 
defence should be disbanded, pointing out that it led to occurrences 
such as the wounding of Zamorski. though in actual fact the Jews 
had no self«lefence. The authorities persisted in their declaration 
nbout the Jews being guiltv in the Zamorski incident. although the 
Jewish Deputies had already two days earlier pointed out the facts. 

After such an attitude on the part of the authorities, and 
particularly when no efforts were made to punish the rioters, the 
authorities suggested il round tuble conference with the lenders of 
the disturbances, but this resulted only in intensifving the pogrom 
atmosphere.

were informed by the tavérn-keeper, but no attempt was miuacde to 
prevent the incendiarism. 

These facts did not give il complete picture of 
what went on during these davs, the interpellation concludes, in 
summing up. The attitude of the authorities, if saves. must have 
created the impression among « part of the Polish population that 
the Jews are outside the law and anything can be done to them, 
because in open daylight, under the eves of the authorities, hundreds 
of crimes were committed, causing injury to hundreds of people and 
the loss of thousands of zlotvs, and no attempt was made to suppress 
them. 

The interpellation therefore demands a full investigation, the 
punishment of the guilty, the payment of compensation to the 
victims. and an assurance that the disturbances will not be allowed 
to recur,

Electoral College to be Abolished.

The Tsaldaris Government is already showing by its actions ..s 
friendly feelings towards the Jews. The Prime Minister has given 
ni special interview to the Jewish Senator, M. Isaac Sciaky, and the 
Jewish Depuiy, M: Daniel: ANalong, to allow them to explain the 
demands of the Jewish populace. 

M. Tsa!daris at once promised that the Government would itself 
take the initiative in demanding the suppression of the separate 
Klectoral College, which had the effect of treating the Jews as if 
they were only second-rate citizens. The deputation then referred 
to the Government subvention to the Jewish schools, which, under 
Venezelos, had been reduced from 1,200,000 drachmas to 900,000, 
ind the Prime Minister agreed to restore the original sum. More- 
over, the Hebrew teachers will in future be paid the same as other 
teachers. As regards the housing question in the Jewish slums, 
M. Tsaldaris said that the public exchequer could not at present 
stand any big disbursement, and the problem as a whole must be 
shelved for the time being. However, he telephoned the Ministry 
of Finance and arranged for 350,000 drachmas to be allocated to 
repairing slum property occupied by Jews.

Rumania. 


Crowds of students packed the centre of Bucharest, celebrating tho 
tenth anniversary of the foundation of the Rumanian anti-Semitic student 
inovement. They painted swastikas on tramears and other vehicles, and 
raised anti-Jewish cries. The Authorities had taken precautions by 
placing big forces of police and gendarmerie in the streets, who effectively 
prevented the demonstrations being turned into anti-Jewish excesses. 
The police guards were particularly strong in the Jewish business quarter,

The Torgsin, the Soviet Trading Organisation, which sells goods to 
residents in the Soviet countries, citizens and foreigners, announces that 
it is undertaking all formalities for obtaining foreign passports and visas 
for Soviet citizens who wish to emigrate permanently from the Soviet 
Union.

What is the Joint Fore ommittee come to do now Is it, once 

re, going to express its “‘ appreciation’ for the suggested act of 
clemency of allowing deported men, who should never have been deported, 
to return to their homes? It is of interest to recall in that connection 
that eleven Jews were originally arrested in the Jewish quarter for depor- 
tation, and that the anthoritics were compelled to release six since they 
vere Aden born. Small thanks are due to the Government or to the Joint 
Foreign Committee that the remaining five were eventually liberated. 
lam taking up this matter the more particularly since I learn from 
my correspondence that the Aden Community is very much pertarbed 
over the indolent attitude adopted towards it, and apprehensive lest, in 
the event of further trouble, “ help,” as they write me, ~ would arrive too 
late if it had to come from outside.” To-day's post brings another letter 
which relates of the existing “sense of anxiety” until “the police be 
re-organised.” The Aden Administration must be called to account for 
their del nquency in failing to shield from hurt the life and the possession 
ofevery one of its citizens.

Jewishness of outlook, while paying due attention to the development of 
mantal skill and physique.” Habonim, he explained, is organised from 
the individual Boneh (or Bonah, for a girls’ section is thriving now) upwards, 
‘the individual Boneh or “ Builder ''—the whole movement is a practical 
svinbolisation of the ideal of Jewish constructiveness—may join between 
the ages of clever and sixteen. The local group or Gedud numbers about 
thirty Bonim, divided into units (Kvutzot) of cight boys or girls. Each 
“vroup is ieaded by a leader or Rosh Gednd who must be over eightecn 
years, is practically self-sapporting, manages its owninternal discipline, and 
inerely accepts the guidance of the Central Council in matters of general 
policy. The Council was originally a self-appointed body. It is not 
clected, but itself elects members to fill vacancies. On it there is the 
Ba-hoach or’ representative of the London groups, and another tor the 
Provincial Gedudim, as well as a number of Rashim. 


World-Wide Progress. 

“At present,” said Mr. Simon, we have twenty-five groupsin London 
with a membership of 609, and in ten Provincial towns there are a further 
twenty-five groups with a total membership of over 400 girls and boys. 
‘There are a few mixed units but mostly Bonim and Bonot are in separate 
groups. In the Dominions, especially in South Africa, we are making 
most satisfactory progress. Nearly every week, in London, we are being 
asked to form new Gedadim. The difficulty is to secure group leaders and 
I would like to appeal to young men and women who could give the time 
and effort to this invaluable work seriously te consider taking it up. We 
hold periodical training courses for leaders. 

“ Of course,” he continued, “ we include a little formal ceremonial along 
with the educative games, physical exercises, Jewish instruction, cfc., 
which forms the bulk of our work. But people with the gift of youth 

of whatever age—enjoy and appreciate simple little ceremonies that, 
while they symbolise the building up of a Jewishly instructed youth, 
at the same time encourade that feeling of comradeship and that sense of 
team work which are fundamental to Habonim,. The competitive spirit is 
encouraged in games, in the acquiring of knowledge, in handwork, ete., 
but all effort is to win distinction for the group rather than for the 
individual. 

“The expenses of the Council are negligible. jut there is need of 
funds for the revision and re-issuing of the Handbook, the preliminary 
edition of which, printed some time ago, is becoming inadequate and needs 
considerable extension. That would not involve a large sum. £100 would 
suffice: not a big amount when one considers the vast effects it will have 
in building up.a sturdy Jewishly conscious Youth, and, therefore, a 
Jewishly healthy Jewry of to-morrow. Such a sum would at the same 
time enab'e us to issue additional literature which is needed for the work. 

“It must not be forgotten that our groups are self-supporting out of the 
sunmall weekly contributions of the members. Our activities, the imparting 
of Jewish knowledge including history and Hebrew (taught by play-acting 
aml playing games), our physical training, sports, handwork, etc., are 
very inexpensive despite the tremendous amount of enjoyment and benefit 
they give. Remember, in everything the Jewish note is made prominent. 

“On the twenty-fifth of this month there will be held a Conference 
attended by some seventy group leaders from London and the Provinces, at 
which Mr. M. Gordon Liverman has promised to come and preside. Mr, 
Liverman, who is kindly undertaking the task, is not a member of 
Habonim. As you know, we have a passion for anonymity. We work 
as far as possible as members of the movement, and as all the credit we 
earn is songht purely for the movement as a whole, ‘no names’ is a 

definite policy with us in our public activities and functions. 
The Grand “ Hagigah.” 


“Following the Conference, on Poxing Day, at the Large Hall of the 
Central Hall, Westminster, we are holding a Hagigah, a grand display, at 
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which groups will compete in the various game sand activities of Habonim. 
We want everybody to come along and.see what we are doing. The items 
on the programme, which will begin at three o'clock and finish at six, 
with half-an-hour'’s interval for tea, willinclude Hebrew and English plays, 
dances, songs, first-aid display, games, physical training and a pageant. 
Vickets Is. to 5s. can be had from the Secretary, Habonim, 27, Finsbury 
Square, B.C.2. We can promise you a hearty and interest ng entertain. 
ment and you will find the enthusiasm and group pride of the youngsters 
a refreshing tonic. It will be the larsest Hagigah held so far. The Chief 
Rabbi, who is a keen supporter of Habonim, and has given us much 
encouragement, unfortunately will be prevented from attending. Of course 
only the final heats of most events will be seen on the 26th, as so many 
entries had to be reduced in number for the time available. Weare hoping 
to collect from the sale of tickets something towards the sum IT mentioned 
we require. But, apart from this aspect, all who are students of Jewish 
‘lovelopment should come along and see how this unique movement Is 
‘rowing and shaping. In time to come, I feel sure, people will look back 
and trace a deep river of Jewish strength to the stream which began to 
vather together the boys and girls of Jewry, to teach them their position 
as Jews relative to the past and the future, to give them a noble pride in 
their people and a sense of their re sponsibility for handing on the torch. 
Yea, I think T may safely anticipate confirmation from all who have eyes 
to see,” concluded Mr. Simon, ** when I say that Habonim is a movement 
With enermons potentialities.” 


Jewish Apologetics. 

From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Your esteemed contributor, “Watchman.” a_recent 
causerie makes some reference to a proposal which [put before the 
Conference of Jewish Preachers in 1925, relating to the extension ot 
the law of libel so as to include the defamation of a people or a 
community, and he very thoughtfully—almost convincingly —points 
out the difficulties that would arise if legislation tn the desired 
direction could be achieved and the Jewish Conimmunity were to take 
leval action against its detractors. 

May | say that while agreeing that many of these dificnites would 
mmleed arise if action were to be taken by representatives of the Jewish 
fommunity, under an amended law of. libel, in a case of defamation of the 
vharacter of the Jew, there seems to be no doubt that such a law would 
minany cases act as a deterrent, and that newspapers especiaily would 
exercise much greater care in giving publicity to false accusations against 
“community if they had to reckon with the possibility ef legal action. 
\s to the argument that it is impossible to preve a negative, one has only 
to remember that in cases of defamation the onus of.proof lies on the 
slanderer, not on the slandered. 7 

But even more important than the question of amending the law of 
hibel is the other question to which “ Watchman” refers, and which was 
itso discussed by me in the paper on “Jewish Apologetics ” that I read at 
the Conference referred to, viz., the systematic activity of Jewish 
apologists and the proper dissemination of Jewish apologetic literature. 
Phere is undoubtedly.an ever-growing need for such literature, and there 
In aneven vreatel need for encouraging Jewish and non-Jewish w riters to 
mdertake this kind of work. Abroad. a creat deal has been done in this 
respect in recent years, but very little has been done inthis country. Is 
it wise to wait till the need becomes urgent ’ 

It will be readily mimitted that some of the Anglo Jewish publications 
of recent years are yery valuable contributions to Jewish Apoloue tics in 
that they help to spread a better understanding and a more adequate 
Lp pres iation of Jewish te ite hing and observance. But this is 
help. The direct efforts that are made for the defence of the Jew by such 
bodies as the Press Committee of the Board of Deputies or the B'nai 
Brith are too sporadic and narrow to serve the cause of Judaism and the 
Jewish people as a whole. or to render the work of systematic Jewish 


apologetic: tthhecessary, It is systematic activity that is needed, anal 


there ought to be a body of Jewish scholars and writers in this country to 


whom such work coald be entrusted, and whom the Community ought to fee! 


if its duty to enconrage to do such work. Such a body. would also 
he able to keep in touch With organisations abroad and help to make works 


published in other countries known in this country. 


Assuming that the defence of the Jew against misrepresentation is a 


duty devolving upon all who love truth and justice it should not be diftficen!! 
to enlist the co-operation of some of the best elements of the British 
nation in this important work. But Jews must lead the way.

It m ght he saving too much to assert that all this is evidence of 
iceble physical fitness, and therefore of a lesser capacity to do 


ings in the workl. The Japanese are an illustration to the 
mtvary. They, too, are short of stature: it may be said of them 
‘kewise that myopia is a failing common among them. Bat will 


nvone assert that thev are backward in achievement? Will anvone 
ssert the same of Jews ? 

Nor would it be entirely true to sav that the new generation of 
Jews lacks a goodly number. of “six foot threes.’ In Palestine. as 
well as in many centres of the Diaspora, sport and phy sical exercises 
nave produced splendid specimens of Jewish young men and women, 
ind the recent sport meetings of the Makkabi in Tel Aviv gave 
evidence of physical capacity and endurance. These efforts are 
vided by the work of the Jewish Health Organisation in many lands, 
including our own; work which proceeds on the principle that 
prevention is better than cure. 

All this is to the good. The Jew also has a pull tn being free 
from aleoholie excess. Jews may not be total abstainers; they do 
not need to be. Centuries of experience have taught them the 
virtue and the practice of moderation in drinking. 

Yet withal certain adverse characteristics are found among 
Jows. One is the contrast between highly gifted individuals and 
those of little social worth. The average of both is apparently 
higher among Jews than among non-Jews. The problem has inter 
ested scientists, and several explanations of the phenomenon have 
been put forward. Some have pointed, for example. to the enormous 
esteem in which learned men have been held among Jews. The 
Lamdan. one versed in Holy Writ and Talmud, was certain of « 
career. All doors were open to him. He was honoured by the 
friendship of the great, and was much sought after as a son-in-law, 
Among other peoples it was the warrior. the knight. who won thie 
applause and acclamation of the populace; among Jews tt was the 
Learned Man. In earlier ages these men were sought in marriage 
not by reason of their physical fitness but only because of their 
intellectual prowess. Given such circumstances, it was only to be 
expected that a tendency would manifest itself for brilliantly clever 
children to be brought into the world. But another tendency might 
also be observed. A man may have been a scholar.tbut het might 
also have been afflicted with this or that physical weakness, 
This would be one cause to account for the physically unfit. 
Another has been feund in the attitude of Jews to marriage. To 
marry is a religious duty, and not merely to marry but to procreate 
at least one boy and one girl. Accordingly in every Jewish Com, 
munity efforts were made to marry off every young person. The 
Shadchan was looked upon asengaged in social work of importance, 
and funds were available for poor brides in order to help them to 
obtain husbands. Marriage as such was an ideal; and the 
physically unfit were also married—epileptics, the mentally 
deficient, the blind. Was it to be wondered at that the offspring 
of such unions were not physically excellent stock ° 

Yet a third reason has been adduced for the existence among 
Jews of a large proportion of unfit, viz., marriages between cousins. 
The practice of retaining family fortunes in the family—-not 
unknown among the nobility of well-nigh all countries -led to 
marriages between members of the same family. In itself there ts 
not necessarily anything objectionable, from the point of view of 
social hygiene, in the marriage of cousins. But it is held that 
where there is a tendency to bodily or mental weakness in father 
or mother, the children of cousins are apt to show an accentuation 
of those weaknesses. 

But, when all is said, taking a long view, there is no denving 
the excellence of Jewish stamina. Old customs, old social ideals 
which may have had deleterious effects on the quality of the Jewish 
population in the past, are slowly disappearing. The Jews in the 
World to-day will easily come up to the average of health and 
strength which prevails in any country, The trouble is that the 
actual number of Jews is declining.

Whether we like it 
or not. birth control rm one of the realitres of lite in the vear TO52 in 
parts the ld. and Sew like other ople, have rer kon 
withit. Certainly, the voice of Orthodox Judaism condemns the 
practice. But of what avail is that? The economic forces of the 
lime are exceedingly potent and they mould our lives for ws. 
Orthodox Judaism, perhaps shutting one eve to economic forces. 
Insists on Obedience to the ordinance, “ Be fruitful and multiply! 
If people say they cannot afford children. Orthodox Judaism replies 
that children are a spur to parents, an impetus to improve their 
income. Hit is argued that in regard to children quality matters 
more than quantity, Orthodox Judaisin replies that vou can 
only obtain quality when there is quantity. Orthodox Judaism 
further preaches the need for a reduction in the standard of 
comfort. Lastly, Orthodox Judaism argues quite seriously : Do what 
Giod has ordained and leave the rest to Him. 

Orthodox Judaism goes on preaching, and economic forces go on 
pressing down the individual. The result is that. in Germany at 
any rate, the Jewish population is dangerously declining. Are we 
quite sure that Jews in this country are not in like Case? 

Jewish stamina is good. But what if those with that stamina 
become less and less ?

Jewish Friendly Society Movement. 


HAHAM DR. GASTER ON THE JEWISH POSITION, 
\From our Correspondent. 


A- characteristically outspoken summing up of the Jewish 
position was delivered by Haham Dr. Gaster in an address at 
the consecration of the new Sarah A. Winer Lodge of the Order 
Achei Ameth. 

Dr. Gaster has always taken & great interest in the affairs of Jewish 
Friendly Societies, and is a sponsor of a Lodge in the Achei Ameth. 
Referring to assimilation, which he regards as the most active menace 
confronting Jewry, he described the teachings of the Friendly Society 
movement as a bulwark against that tendency. Jews, who had alwavs 
set an example of peace and brotherhood, could be proud of their laws and 
traditions. QOutcasts and scapegoats everywhere, 


Jews must remember 


their great history when they hear the cries of their people who 
are tortured and butchered in Europe. The world must be reminded 
of. the history of the Jewish people. Wherever they have been 


alowed to settle and live free lives as ordinary citizens, they brought 
prosperity to the countries in which they were domiciled. But where they 
have been tortured and driven ont, the State guilty of such malpractice ; 
lost its prestige and declined in power. In the Jewish Friendly Society 
movement he had always seen an opportunity of bringing people together, 
to associate with one another, teach each other the lessons of self-help and 
thrift, and pract se all the virtues of brotherhood. Armed in this way. 
dews could gather strength to face the struggle of existence and demand 
fair and equal treatment in. every country of the world.

In other words there was no official anti Semitism, and anti-S« miitic 
propaganda was being eradicated with all the energy 
modern Russia was capable. In fact, the rulers

solve in their own fashion what thev called the Jewish problem : 


they had set about what they termed productivising, converting the 
Jews into agricullurists. But what Russia thought would lead to a 
solution of the Jewish problem did not suit the Jews. The Jew 
must determine himself what was good for him. and this free deter 
mination was not given to him inso-called free Russia. The history 
of the Jews of the Galut was one of adoption, they had slept in a 
bed which others had made, until they became what they had become, 
sometimes a tragedy, sometimes a comedy, .verv oftena tragi-comedy, 
or the first time in their lives, the Jewish people had made their 
own bed. They were building on their own soil, and this was being 
watched with such curiosity and with such eagerness, and that was 
why the Jewish people were so interested.in it. And that was why 
Palestine was on the upgrade. There was still a certain warning 
which ought to be given to Zionists: : 

PALESTINE WOULD NOT BE BUILT UP ON DIVIDENDS 
received from oranges; the National Home would be built by the 
sustained efforts of those unfashionable people who were called 
idealists. It was necessary to look ahead a few vears when there 
might be a set-back, so that when difficult times came there would 
be enough idealists with faith in the indestructibility of their ideals 
und in their attachment to Palestine to go forward without dividends.

‘or two reasons. Those Jews were faced with the same situation as 
many other Jewish communities. They were sandwiched between 
two races, the English and the Dutch, and they had to choose 
between being more English or Dutch or more Jewish, and 
their Jewish feelings had prevailed. Dr. Goldstein stated that 
When he arrived in South Africa about three weeks before 
Dy. and Mrs. Weizmann, he found quite a different — situa- 
tion from that of eight vears ago. An economic * blizzard 
hal swept the place. The Jews as middle class people and as 
professional workers were harder hit than anybody-else. There 
was aspirit of depression, pessimism and doubt, as to the ultimate 
results of the campaign, but this little South African community, 
this handful of Jews, stepped into the breach and helped Palestine 
in the hour of need. He was glad that Lady Erleigh was in the 
Chair when they were paving tribute to the success of the South 
African campaign. Three vears ago the campaign there was 
inaugurated by her father, Lord Melchett, who had endeared himself 
to South African Jewry, and whose message had had a tremendous 
influence on the work. Dr. Goldstein paid tribute to the work of 
Dr. and Mrs. Weizmann for whose efforts he said the success of the 
campaign was primarily due, and also to the army of unknown

Inauguration of Shekel Campaign. 

\ Meeting of London Zionists, as briefly announced in our 
lust issue. organised by the Zionist Federation, was held on Wednes. 
day in last week. at Swedenborg Hall, Hart Street, Bloomsbury. 
The Meeting. which was presided over by the Rey. J. K. GOLDBLOOM 
was arranged for the purpose of hearing addresses by Mr. Berl 
Locker and Dr. Alexander Goldstein, and of inaugurating the Shekel 
( mpaign. 

The CHAIRMAN. in welcoming the two visitors, said that Mr. 
Locker had recent!y visited Palestine and was going to address a 
series of meetings on the situation there. Dr. Goldstein was well. 
known to English Zionists and on the occasion of his last visit to 
England when the Keren Hayesod was in a bad state, he was 
re sponsible for raising the colle tions from £6,000 or £7,000 a vear 
to £15000 a vear. That evening they were starting the Shekel 
Campaign. The number of Shekalim so'd in this country deter 
mined their’ representation to the Zionist Congress. They only sent 
ten delegates to the last Congress, a poor representation for a 
country like England. They ought to strive and sell 100,000 
Shekalim. Sellinga Shekel. which cost two shillings, gave them an 
opportunity of explaining to the purchaser its meaning and an 
understanding of their work. 

Dr. ALEXANDER GOLDSTEIN, speaking of his recent campaign in 
South Africa. said that the Jews of South Africa, many of them 
emigrants from Eastern Europe, desired to manifest in some way 
their Jewish feelings. They had contributed over £1,000,000 since 
1920 to the Keren Havesod and heren havemeth. He had never 
faced a more difficult campaign in his life than the recent one in 
south Africa. They began in Cape Town, where the Prime Minister 
and General Smuts attended their first banquet, at which they raised 
£6200. Because of the success at their first meeting, the campaign 
hecame easier and they were able to sweep the country. The results 
of their visits tothe large cities were absolutely beyond their expecta- 
tions. Dr. Goldstein spoke of how he had found many Communities 
disorganised, so far as Zionist activity was concerned, and of the 
successful attempts made during the campaign to organise young 
and old in vigorous and active Zionist Societies, They endeavoured

The Rent and Mortgage Interest Restrictions (Amendment) 
Bill which was debated during the week, is the first of the new 
Measures proposed by the Gove ninent to give effect to necessary 
adjustments in national housing policy. This problem very closely 
affects the large Jewish populations in London and in some provincial 
cities. ‘ 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., laid before the House some startling 
figures as to overcrowding in 5t. George 's-in-the Kast, which forms 
a part of his constituency. He quoted in his speech from the article 
by Miss Nettie Adler. J.P.. in last week's issue of Tae Jewisu 
CHRONICLE, which produced overwhelming e\ idence of the appalling 
slum conditions existing in St. George's-in the-East.

Dr. Samucl Daiches delivered a lecture on “Some Jewish 
Old and New,” at a meeting of the Great Synagogue Guild for 
Social Service held on Surday, in the Ernst Schiff Memorial Hall of the 
Great Synagogue, st. James's Place, Aldgate. Mr. Ernest Lesser presided. 

Dr. Daiches, in the course of his lecture, dealt with Hitlerism and the 
situation in Poland and Russia where be said there was a strong attempt 
to destroy all that the Jewish people had given to the world. But the 
Jewish spirit could not be broken, and Russia could not destroy Judaism. 
They must keep the wells of Abraham fresh and keep the spirit of Judaism 
strong, living and flourishing; and they must net be frightened by the 
powers of darkness.

The author's critical attitude, it must be said, will not commend 
itself to the conservative mind, nor will his treatment of Biblical 
texts and the constructions which he puts on Biblical words and 
reports receive the approbation of all. But these differences will 
not affect the value of the work, which, in addition to its intellectual 
grip and literary charm, is full of spiritual suggestiveness and fine 
exegetical material, and is destined to occupy a prominent place 
among the writings on the ~*~ Kingdom of God.”

Everyone who knew the late Marks Bull 
would realise that he was a man who dealt honestly and honourably 
with all. He did not belong to that type of person who earned his 
bread by selling his soul. He was a man who acted according to 
his Faith. He gave much of his time for the maintenance of the 
‘Talmud Torah and Beth Hamedrash which he loved. That memorial 
would be a reminder to those who were left behind, and an 
incentive to other workers, because the burdens of maintenance 
connected with the Talmud Torah were very heavy indeed. 

Mr. S. OBERMAN, President, thanked the famiiy and friends of 
the deceased for the gift to the Talmud Torah, and paid a tribute to 
their departed friend for his energetic work on behalf of the Institu- 
tion. He deplored the fact that a Jew gave £400 toa football club, 
and yet would not give a donation to the Talmud Torah.

With the War Debt problems temporarily out of the way and 
vrowing signs that this vexed question will be tackled at a subse- 
quent date on a basis more equitable for all concerned, the sto Ik 
markets have become decidedly brighter. It is noticeable that the 
re-investment of the big disbursements early in December is still in 
progress. All good class investment sto ks are well supported with 
« demand for any reliable security, gis ing a vield rather bette! than 
that available on the Funds. An encouraging feature is a rallying 
tendency in the sterling rate of exchange which despite clails 
irregularity, as may be expected with sterling unattached to 
gold, is in favour of* this country. There are many whlro 
anticipate further improvement in the exchange value of our 
currency during the early part of the New Year. This should give 
confidence to markets. and although business may be somewhat 
restricted in the Spend ulative sections between now and the end of 
the vear owing to the holidays, the outlook is by no means 
discouraging.

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Quarrelling. 
By AUNTIE. 

ARIOUS explanations can be given for 
the fact, which I fear cannot be dis. 
puted, that we Jews are inclined to 
be a quarrelsome people. We are 

individualists and independent ; we like to air 
our own opinions, and we think they are as 
good as anybody else's. Then, too, we have 
been brought up to a fervent love of justice. 
If we think that right is on our side, we defend 
it with vehemence. So we go to law on the 
smallest provocation. We have the reputation 
for being a very litigious folk. But hate isan 
alien growth among us. 
AT THE WELL. 

Moses dated his entrance into Jewish life 
from seeing two Hebrews quarrelling, and he 
realised the corrupting influence of their ser- 
vitude. We read later how he helped the 
daughters of the priest of Midian when the 
jealous shepherds drove them away from the 
well. He knew of what had happened in like 
circumstances to Jacob who had witnessed 
similar jealousy, suspicion and quarrelsome- 
ness at the well where the shepherds came to 
water their flocks. The well was not fitted 
with a light cover that anyone could easily 
remove, but with a heavy stone. So heavy 
was it that all the shepherds had to meet and 
remove it together lest anyone should have 
the advantage. The Rabbis tell us that Jacob 
was astonished at such behaviour. Where do 
such strange people come from ? he asked. He 
was told from Haran, whither he himself was 
bound. “Do you know Laban?’ he asked. 
“ Yes, we know him,” the shepherds replied. 
“Is it well with him?” Jacob asked. Could 
Laban, the kinsman of Abraham, be well in 
such surroundings? “It is well,” the shep- 
herds replied. Yes, he also had been corrupted 
by this environment of hatred. The strong 
Jacob removed the stone single-handed, ag it 
ought always to have been removable if there 
had been a spirit of goodwill prevailing. 
Moses, too, taught that mutual helpfulness 
was a finer thing than unworthy assertion of 
brute strength. 

A LONG-LIVED EVIL. 

Down the ages, the evil traditions of Haran 
kept creeping in. Jewish tradition declares 
that Jerusalem fell because of the strife that 
prevailed within its walls. It is the selfish, 
unworthy disputes that Jewish sages con- 
demn. There have, however, been disputes 
from higher motives. The controversy, for 
instance, between the schools of Hillel and 
Shammai was conducted they say ow, 
“ for the sake of Heaven.” But most quarrels 
are for the sake of trivial things that loom 
very small when we look back on them. 
Some people's heads are as full of quarrels as 
an egg is full of meat. They look about fora 
cause of contention and have no difficulty in 
finding it. Judaism teaches the better way 
of brotherly love. 

STRENGTH AND PEACE. 

You know the old story of the father who 
gave his sons a faggot of wood and bade them 
break it. They tried and failed. Then he undid 
the bundle and showed them how easily each 
separate piece of wood could be snapped in 
twain. To no community has that lesson a

more obvious moral than our own. We are a 
small people surrounded by enemies. If we 
cling together, no one can break us. If we 
quarrel and go our separate ways we can be 
broken in pieces like:the wood in the faggot. 
We can now see the true meaning of the 
benediction: “The Lord will give strength 
unto His people; the Lord will bless His 
people with peace.” Without the strength of 
unity there can be no peace!
